Who  Knows  Ten? 

Do  you  remember  the  number  song  we  so 
recently  sang  at  the  Passover  Seder:  “Who 
Knows  One?”  The  tenth  verse  reads:  “Who 
knows  ten?”  and  the  answer  is:  “I  know 
ten:  the  Ten  Commandments”.  What  an 
obvious  good  idea,  to  know  the  Ten  Com¬ 
mandments! 

On  Shavuot  we  celebrate  the  giving  of 
these  great  words  to  the  Jewish  People  and, 
through  the  Jews,  to  the  world.  And  there  is 
good  cause  to  celebrate  -  for  what  com¬ 
mandments  they  are! 

They  are  the  moral  basis  of  all  civilized 
life.  Can  you  imagine  a  civilization  of  any 
significance  without  the  prohibition  against 
murder,  adultery,  theft,  the  bearing  of  false 
witness  and  coveting?  Can  you  have  a  socie¬ 
ty  with  morals  if  the  family  is  not  its  central 
institution,  with  the  consequent  obligation 
to  honor  one’s  father  and  mother?  Then,  is 
life  only  toil?  Don’t  we  need  the  firm  in¬ 
stitution  of  the  Sabbath?  And  first  and 
foremost  the  commandments  summarize 
the  unique  Jewish  belief  in  God. 

Now  couldn’t  the  world  use  a  good  dose 
of  these  ideas?  I  remember  Abba  Eban  say¬ 
ing  once  that  if  the  Ten  Commandments 
were  introduced  into  the  United  Nations  by 
Israel  today,  they  would  be  certainly  re¬ 
jected  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  And 
what  if  we  were  then  to  put  them  to  a  public 
vote  in  the  United  States?  Would  they  be 
passed? 

At  a  time  when  so  many  people  seem  to 
assume  that  “anything  goes”,  why  not  ask 
pointedly:  “Who  knows  ten?”  I,  for  one, 
would  like  to  see  ever  so  much  more  brain 
power  and  media  concentration  devoted  to 
these  ten  fundamental  ideas.  Let  them  be 
discussed  on  campus  and  on  the  op-ed 
page.  Perhaps  they  could  inspire  a  series  on 
public  TV. 

The  Ten  Commandments  could  use  a 
good  public  airing,  don’t  you  think?  And  in 
that  way  the  Torah  will  be  given  again  and 
again.  —  Harlan  J.  Wechsler
